M1SCELLAKEOU8 AMENDMENTS 

The regulations of Commodity Credit 
Corporation (referred to In this subpart 
as CCC> with respect to the purchase of 
cottonseed products as a means of sup¬ 
porting the price of 1952-crop cottoasced 
(1952 CCC Cottonseed Bulletin 3.17 P, R. 
4638) are amended as hereinafter specl- 
necL The amendment to paragraph (b) 
<2) of 5 643.742 wUl permit a participat¬ 
ing crusher who delints cottonseed at one 
mill and transports the resulting meats 
to another mill under the same manage¬ 
ment in the same area for the processing 
of oil and meal to deliver, upon approval 
by the PMA Commodity Office, linters at 
the mill where cottonseed Is delinted and 
oil and meal at the mill where the oil 
and meal is produced, irrespective of the 
method of extracting the oiL The 
amendment to paragraph (a) of I 643.- 
743 will enable a participating crusher to 
tender to CCC products produced from 
eligible cottonseed purchased from other 
participating crushers. The amend¬ 
ment to paragraph (b) of fi 643.743 will 
permit crushers to grade cottonseed on 
the basis of samples drawn from not in 
excess of each 200 tons of cottonseed pur¬ 
chased. The new paragraph (d) added 
to { 643.743 specifics the cottonseed grad¬ 
ing requirements In the case of a crusher 
and a ginner which arc the same legal 
entity. The amendment to poragraph 
(a) of 4 643.744 will permit a participat¬ 
ing crusher to exclude cottonseed cake 
or meal from any lender to CCC provided 
cottonseed oil and cottonseed lintel's 
produced from eligible cottonseed are in¬ 
cluded In the tender in the applicable 
quantities specified in } 643.744 (a) and 
payment is made to CCC for any amount 
by which the CCC purchase price for 
cake or meal specified in I 643.747 (a) is 


less than the crusher's ceiling price de¬ 
termined under Federal law, or If celling 
prices arc not In effect. Is less than the 
last applicable celling price determined 
under Federal law. or the current mar¬ 
ket price determined by CCC. whichever 
Is higher, for the applicable quantity of 
cake or meal specified In 4 643.744 (a) 
which the crusher would otherwise be 
required to tender. The amendment to 
4 643.754 requires that the books, records 
and accounts of the crusher wiUi respect 
to piuuhascs of cottonseed and all other 
transactions under this subpart be re¬ 
tained by him for a period of at least 
two years from the last date any of the 
products tendered by the crusher under 
this subpart have been delivered. 

1. Paragraph (b) (2) of 4 643.742 is 
amended to read as follows: 

4 643.742 AvaUabUitv^ • • • 

<b) Source, • • • 

(2) If the cnisher operates more than 
one cottonseed crushing mill, he may file 
one acceptance for those mills for which 
he desires to accept this offer and shall 
specify in the acceptance the names and 
locations of the mills covered by the 
acceptance; but each such mill shall be 
treated as a separate unit for the pur¬ 
pose of determining the rights and obli¬ 
gations of the crusher with respect to 
cottonseed purchased for processing at. 
and cottonseed products produced at. 
each such mill; except that, upon request 
by the crusher and approval by the PMA 
Commodity Office, where two or more 
mills covered by the one acceptance are 
under the same management and are 
located in such proximity that they have 
identical freight rates for the shipment of 
cottonseed products. Irrespective of desti¬ 
nation. they shall be considered collec¬ 
tively as a single unit with respect to the 
rights and obligations of the crusher for 
cottonseed purchased for processing, and 
cottonseed products produced at each 
such mill; further, upon request by the 
crusher and approval by the PMA Com¬ 
modity Office, where a crusher dellnts 
cottonseed at one mill and transports the 
resulting meats to another mill under the 
same management in the same area for 
the processing of oil and cake or meal. 
CCC will accept delivery of the linters at 
the mill where the cottonseed is delinted 
and oil and cake or meal at the min where 
(Oonttnuod oa p. 8679) 
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the oil and cake or meal Is produced. 
CCC will acknowledge in writing the 
receipt of each acceptance. 

2. Paragraph (a) of i 643.743 la 
amended to read as follows: 

i 643.743 Purchaser of cottonseed bp 
crusher —(a) Eligible cottonseed. (1) 
Only 1952 crop cottonseed purchased by 
the crusher from <i) ginners participat¬ 
ing in the 1952 cottonseed purchase pro¬ 
gram (1952 CCC Cottonseed Bulletin 2). 
(ID from producers eligible under such 
program, (ill) or from other participat¬ 
ing crushers. U covered by this subpart. 
In the case of purchases of cottonseed 
from another participating crusher, 
such cottonseed must have been a part 
of the inventory of eligible cottonseed 
of the selling crusher and must not have 
been the basis for any tender of cotton¬ 
seed products made by the selling crush¬ 
er to CCC. The selling crusher must 
lumlah the buying crusher for his rec¬ 
ords a certified statement showing the 
name of the buying crusher, the grade 
and quantity of eligible cottonseed sold, 
and the date of delivery. A copy of such 
statement shall be sent by the selling 
ciusher to the appropriate PMA Com¬ 
modity OfDce. The selling crusher's 
inventory of eligible cottonseed shall be 
reduced by the quantity so sold. 

(2) The crusher must pay for all such 
cottonseed purchased from ginners un¬ 
der this subpart not less than $66.40 per 
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ton basis grade (100). f. o. b. gin. with 
premiums and discounts for other grades 
equal to the same percentage of such 
price as the percentage by which the 
grade of cottonseed purchased exceeds 
or is less than the basis grade (100). and 
from producers not less than the appli¬ 
cable gin price to producers determined 
In accordance with 1952 Cottonseed Bul¬ 
letin 3. Cottonseed which is ^below 
grade** or ^off quality*' as defined in the 
rules of the National Cottonseed Prod¬ 
ucts Association may be purchased at a 
price mutually agreeable to the crusher 
axid the ginner or the producer selling 
the cottonseed. The names and ad¬ 
dresses of participating ginners and be¬ 
ginning dates of their participation will 
be furnished to the crusher by the appro¬ 
priate PMA Commodity Office. The 
crusher may obtain and rely upon In¬ 
formation received in writing from 
either the county or State PMA Com¬ 
mittee or from the PMA Commodity 
Office as to additions to the list of par¬ 
ticipating ginners. If a participating 
ginner should become ineligible to de¬ 
liver cottonseed, written notice to the 
crusher of such ineligibility will be given 
by the appropriate PMA Commodity 
Office. 

3. Paragraph (b) of § 643.743 is 
amended to read as follows: 

i 643.743 Purchases of cottonseed bp 
crusher. • • • 

(b) Purchases on official grades. Un¬ 
less otherwise approved by the President 
of CCC. all cottonseed which is pur¬ 
chased by the crusher under this subpart 
shall be graded in accordance with the 
U. 8. Official Standards for Grades of 
Cottonseed and shall be purchased on 
the basis of such grades, except that the 
cruFher shall be permitted to have com¬ 
posite samples drawn from not more 
than 200 tons of cottonseed In lieu of the 
35 tons now prescribed. (All other pro¬ 
visions with respect to drawing samples 
remain unchanged.) Cost of sampling 
and chemical analysis of cottonseed shall 
be for the account of the cru.^hcr. 

4. Section 643.743 is amended by 
adding a new paragraph (d) to read as 
follows: 

S 643.743 Purchases of cottonseed by 
crusher. • • • 

(d) Grading when crusher and ginner 
are a single legal entity. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the other provisions of this section, 
adhere a crusher under this subpart and 
a ginner participating under the 1953 
cottonseed purchase program < 1952 CCC 
Cottonseed Bulletin 2) arc a single legal 
entity, and cottonseed purchased from 
producers in accordance with the terms 
and conditions of 1952 CCC Cottonseed 
Bulletin 3 are received by the crusher 
from the ginner. such cottonseed shall 
be covered by this subpart and shall be 
graded by the crusher in accordance with 
paragraph (b) of this section. 

5. Paragraph (a) of i 643.744 is 
amended to read as follows: 

i 643.744 Purchase of cottonseed 
products by CCC—(a) Option to tender 
products. (1) The crusher shall have 
the option to sell and CCC shall pur¬ 
chase if offered, for each ton of cotton¬ 
seed purchased by the crusher under this 
subpart, the quantities of crude cotton- 
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seed oil. 41 percent protein cake or 
meal and linters specified below for the 
applicable area. 
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If a cnisher elects to sell any products to 
CCC. the quanUUes of oil, cake or meal 
and linters shall be tendered In the 
proportions specified above for the area 
In which the mill is located except as 
provided below. CCC may reject LCL 
shipments except for a clean-up car on 
the last delivery of each product, on 
which the crusher protects the minimum 
freight rate. Upon prior approval from 
the PMA Commodity Office, shipments 
may be made by truck. Any crusher who 
produces substantially less linters per 
ton than the applicable quantity speci¬ 
fied above shall not be required to deliver 
in excess of his actual average outturn of 
linters per ton of cottonseed, as deter¬ 
mined by the appropriate PMA Com¬ 
modity Office. 

(2) Purchases of linters. oil and cake, 
or meal, shall be in accordance with 
I! 643.745 through 643.748 and applica¬ 
ble rules of the National Cottonseed 
Products Association in effect on the 
date of tender of such products except 
to the extent that such rules are incon¬ 
sistent with this subpart and except as 
to periods specified in such rules for 
presentation of claims and the rules on 
arbitration. Each tender shall indicate 
the quantity of cottonseed purchased, 
the quantities of products tendered to 
CCC. and the delivery dates. CCC shall 
confirm in writing all tenders of prod¬ 
ucts under this paragraph which comply 
with the provisions of this subpart. 
Each tender by the cnisher and confir¬ 
mation by CCC shall constitute separate 
contracts for the sale of such products 
in accordance with the terms of this 
subpart and the applicable rules ot the 
National Cottonseed Producu Associa¬ 
tion. The obligations of CCC for the 
purchase of cottonseed products under 
this subpart shall be limited to those 
quantities of products manufactured 
from cottonseed acquired by the crusher 
under the terms of this subpart up to the 
time o( tender and w’hich have not been 
sold or contracted for sale to other per¬ 
sons. In determining whether the 
crusher meets these requirjmrnta. all 
commercial sales contracts for cotton¬ 
seed products shall be deemed to be the 
crusher's obligations, fir^t. against prod¬ 
ucts produced or to be produced from 
cottonseed acquired up to the time of 
tender and not purchased by the crusher 
under the terms of this subpart, and 
second, against cottonseed purcha^ by 
the crusher under the terms of this sub¬ 
part. regardless of whether such con¬ 
tracts were actually consummated by 
delivery. Hedges on commodity ex¬ 
changes do not constitute commercial 
sales contracts within the meaning of 
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this paragraph. CX?C will not accept de¬ 
liveries of products which bear brand 
names* 

c3) Notwithstanding any other provi¬ 
sions of this section, the crusher may 
exclude from any tender of products to 
eCC cottonseed cake or meal produced 
from eligible cottonseed if the cottonseed 
oil and cottonseed linters Included in 
the tender are in the applicable quan¬ 
tities specified in this section and. If 
payment is made to CCC for any amount 
by which the CCC purchase price speci¬ 
fied In S 643.747 is less than the latest 
celling price of the crusher determined 
under Federal law, or If celling prices are 
not in effect, any amount by which such 
purchase price is less than the last celling 
price determined under Federal law, or 
the current market price determined by 
CCC. whichever Is higher, for the ap¬ 
plicable quantity of cake or meal which 
the crusher would otherwise be required 
to tender under this section. 

6. Section 643.754 is amended to read 
as follows: 

5 643.754 Books and records. The 
crusher shall keep accurate books, rec¬ 
ords. and accounts with respect to all 
purchases of cottonseed (Including the 
name of seller, date of receipt, weight, 
and grade of each lot of cottonseed pur¬ 
chased!. and all other transactions un¬ 
der this subpart for a period of at least 
two years from the last date any of the 
products tendered by the crusher imder 
this subpart have been delivered, and 
shall furnish CCC such information and 
reports relating thereto as CCC may 
from time to time request. CCC may 
at any time examine and audit the books* 
records, and accounts of the crusher to 
the extent necessary to assure compli¬ 
ance with the provisions of this subpart.

TREASURY CERTIFICATES OF INDEBTEDr^ESS. 
TREASURY NOTES. AND TRE.A5URY BILLS IN 
PAYMENT or INCOME AND PROFITS TAXES 

In order to refiect the changes made 
necessary by Paragraph 5 of Department 
Circular No. 418, as amended May 13. 
1952 (31 CFR 309.5; 17 F. R. 4561), re¬ 
lating to acceptance before maturity of 
Treasury bills in payment of Income and 
profits taxes. Article 1 of Treasury De¬ 
cision 4703, approved November 3. 1936. 
as made applicable by Treasury De¬ 
cision 4385. approved February 11. 1939 
(26 CFR, 194 3 Cum . Supp., page 5876). 
codified in 26 CFR, Part 3 (1938 ed.). as 
5 3.56-5, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

I 3.56-5 Treasury certificates of In- 
debtedness. Treasury notes, and Treasury 
bills in payment of income and profits 
taxes, (a> Treasury certificates of in¬ 
debtedness and Treasury notes (not in¬ 
cluding interim receipts issued by Fed¬ 
eral reserve banks in lieu of definitive 
certificates or definitive notes) the ma¬ 
turity dates of which are the X5th day 
of any calendar month may be tendered 
at par or dollar face amount, plus ac¬ 
crued Interest, if any. payable with the 
principal (not represented by coupons 
attached), in payment of income and 
profits taxes payable under the pro¬ 
visions of the Internal Revenue Code, 
but only If (1) such certificates or notes, 
according to the express terms of their 
issue, are made acceptable in payment of 
such income and profits taxes, and <2) 
Buch taxes for which the certificates or 
notes are tendered In payment become 
due on the same date as that on which 
such certificates or notes mature. 


All Interest coupoa5 attached to Treas¬ 
ury certificates of Indebtedness and 
Treasury notes shall be detached by the 
taxpayer before such certificates or 
notes are tendered in payment of taxes. 

(bi Treasury bills of any scries (not 
including Interim receipts Issued by 
Federal reserve banks In lieu of defini¬ 
tive bills) may be tendered at or before 
maturity at maturity value In payment 
of Income and profits taxes payable un¬ 
der the provisions of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code, due on the date on which 
the bills mature or a specified prior date, 
but only if such bills, according to the 
express terms of their issue, arc made 
acceptable in payment of such income 
and profits taxes due on that date. 

(c> Receipts given by the collector or 
Director of Internal Revenue for Treas¬ 
ury certificates of Indebtedness. Treasury 
notes, or Treasury bills received in pay¬ 
ment of income or profits taxes as pro¬ 
vided in this section shall contain an 
adequate description of such certificates, 
notes or bills, including a statement of 
the par value or dollar face amount 
thereof and accrued Interest, if any. pay¬ 
able with the principal (not represented 
by coupons attached), and shall show 
that they are tendered by the taxpayer 
and received by the collector or Director, 
subject to no condition, qualification, or 
reservation whatsoever. In payment of 
no more than an amount of taxes equal 
to such par value or dollar face amount 
and accrued Interest, if any, payable with 
the principal (not represented by cou¬ 
pons attached). Any certificate, note, 
or bill offered In pa>Tnent of Income or 
profits taxes under Uie provisions of the 
Internal Revenue Code subject to any 
condition, qualification, or reservation, 
or for any greater amount than the par 
value or dollar face amount thereof and 
accrued interest. If any, payable with 
the principal (not represented by cou¬ 
pons attached) shall not be deemed to 
be duly tendered and shall be returned 
to the taxpayer. 

(d) For the purpose of saving tax¬ 
payers the expense of transmitting such 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness. 
Treasury notes, or Treasury bills to the 
office of the collector or Director of 
Internal Revenue In whose district the 
taxes arc payable, taxpayers desiring to 
pay income and profits taxes by such 
certificates, notes or bills acceptable in 
payment of taxes may deposit such cer¬ 
tificates. notes, or bills with a Federal 
reserve bank or branch, subject to the 
condition that the Federal reserve bank 
issue a receipt in the name of the col¬ 
lector or Director of Internal Revenue, 
covering the par or dollar face amount of 
the certificates, notes, or bills, and ac¬ 
crued interest, if any, payable w Ith the 
principal (not represented by coupons 
attached), and stating on the face of 
the receipt that the securities repre¬ 
sented thereby arc held by the bank for 
redemption and application of proceeds 
In payment of income or profits taxes 
due on a specified date by the taxpayer 
named therein. 

Because this Treasury decision extends 
to taxpayers the privilege of applying 
Bpeclficd Treasury bills at maturity value 
in payment of Income or profits taxes 
due prior to the maturity date of 5 uch 
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bllld» It Is hereby found that It Is un¬ 
necessary to issue this Treasury decision 
with notice and public procedure thereon 
under section 4 (a) of the Administrative 
Procedure Act, approved June 11, 1946, 
or subject to the effective date limitation 
of section 4 <c) of said act. 

This Treasury decision shall be effec¬ 
tive upon its filing for publication in the 

FEDCRAL HCQJSTn.

J 804.201 Purpose. Sections 804.201 
to 804.204 establish a uniform Air Force 
policy In connection with solicitation of 
Air Force personnel by representatives 
of commercial life insurance companies 
at Air Force Installations. It is applica¬ 
ble to all Air Force acUvlUes. 

8 804.202 Policy. The control of the 
activities of dealers, tradesmen, or their 
agents is the responsibility of the in¬ 
stallation commander. Life insurance 
solicitation may be permitted at the dis¬ 
cretion of the installation commander 
and under such regulations as he shs^ 
prescribe. The minimum control which 
will be exercised over such sollcitaUon 
by commercial life insurance agents is 
as follows; 

(a) Commanders of Air Force installa¬ 
tions over which exclusive jurisdiction 
has been ceded to the United States may 
(but are not required to) authorize soUci- 
taiion of commercial life Insurance on 
their installations when both the com¬ 
pany and its agents are licensed in any 
State or the District of Columbia. 

ib> Where the State has retained ex¬ 
clusive or concurrent jurisdiction over 
the Installation, the company and the 
agents must qualify under the laws of 
that State prior to soliciting business on 
the installation. 

(c> There will be no sollcitaUon of 
recruits or basic trainees. 


(d) There will be no sollcitaUon of 
personnel being processed at ports of 
embarkaUon, except by written appoint¬ 
ment. 

(e) There will be no mass solicitation 
at formaUons or capUve audiences, 

<f) SollcitaUon will not be permitted 
which interferes with military duty. 

(g) No emoluments of any nature will 
be offered to, or accepted by military or 
civilian personnel employed by the Air 
Force to facilitate transactions. 

8 804.203 Regulating procedures, (a) 
Commanders will regulate sollcitaUon 
within their commands to avoid dis¬ 
criminatory pracUces, No commercial 
life insurance organisation, associaUon, 
company, groups, or other such enUty or 
agent, or special company plan of Insxir- 
ance, will. In any way. be sponsored by 
any member of the Air Force, nor will 
any special consideration be afforded or 
granted to any one company or agent 
over another. The only life insurance 
considered non-commercial by the De¬ 
partment of the Air Force is that made 
available to military personnel as a re¬ 
sult of Federal legislaUon and under¬ 
written by the U. 8. Oovemment. 

(b) All allotment authorizations <DD 
Form 234, **Allotment AuthorlzaUon to 
Start or Stop Allotments") for commer¬ 
cial life insurance will be completed 
prior to signature and processed In ac¬ 
cordance with current dlrecUves. 

(c> The official use of DD Form 234 
bearing an unauthorized overprint is 
prohibited. Air Force personnel officers 
and disbursing officers will not certify 
such forms. 

<d) Whenever commercial life insur¬ 
ance data are utilized by commanders 
for insurance lectures, it will be ascer¬ 
tained that the names of the companies 
represented or their commercial offer¬ 
ings are not coincidentally menUoned or 
credited in any manner. Commanders 
will insure that all information con¬ 
tained in the lectures pertaining to 
Servicemen's Indemnity or Oovemment 
life Insurance Is accurate and as pro¬ 
mulgated In current directives. 

8 804.204 Violation of regulations. 
Commanding officers may bar any agent 
from his command for violaUon of regu. 
laUons, When such action is taken, 
commanding officers will cooperate with 
state officials when the State has exclu¬ 
sive or concurrent jurisdiction over the 
Installations. In those cases where the 
United States has exclusive juri^ction, 
commanding officers will forward a re¬ 
port to the Director of Military Person¬ 
nel. Headquarters United States Air 
Force. Washington 25. D. C., setting forth 
all factors upon which the decision to 
ban the agent was based. The Director 
of Military Personnel will ascertain that 
a complete and Impartial Investigation 
has been made. If the Director of Mili¬ 
tary Personnel determines that the agent 
In question was involved In fraudulent, 
unethical or other conduct harmful to 
the best interests of Air Force personnel, 
the agent concerned may be baimed from 
all Air Force installations. In all such 
cases the Director of Military Personnel 
will furnish the facts and a statement 
of Its intended action to the other mili¬ 


tary departments. Pinal action banning 
an agent from an Air Force installation 
should not be taken until an opportunity 
is afforded the agent Involved to be heard 
w*hcn possible. When the Air Force de¬ 
termines that an agent will be banned 
from its Installations, It will notify the 
Insurance commissioner of the State of 
domicile of the company concerned

The Office of Price Stabilization has 
recently completed a financial suiwcy of 
the agricultural and garden hand tools 
Industry, The survey was underuken as 
the result of information submitted by 
industry members at various informal 
meetings which indicated that the level 
of ceiling prices hitherto in effect for 
this Industry was below' the minimum 
prescribed by the "industry earnings 
standard** (the so-called "Johnston For¬ 
mula" ). The Industry earnings standard 
provides that the level of celling prices 
for an Industry shall noimolly be con¬ 
sidered "fair and equitable*’ under the 
Defense Production Act of 1950. as 
amended, if the dollar profits of the in¬ 
dustry amount to not less than 83 per¬ 
cent of the average earnings for the in¬ 
dustry’s best three years during the pe¬ 
riod 1946-1949 inclusive adjusted for 
changes in net worth. Financial dau 
were obtained from a representative 
group of manufacturers in the agricul¬ 
tural and garden hand tool industry, 
w'hose total sales represent over 80 iier- 
cent of the Industry's annual volume. 
Based upon this data, the Director of 
Price Stabilization has determined that 
In order for the dollar profits of the 
Industry to meet the Industry earnings 
standard, ceiling prices for this indus¬ 
try will have to be established at 8 per¬ 
cent above the present level of selling 
prices. Such celling prices will be gen¬ 
erally fair and equitable. 

This adjustment reflects all increases 
in cost of steel, other materials, wages. 
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and freight that have already been in- 
ctirrcd. Manufacturers covered by this 
supplementary regulation may not» 
therefore, adjust their ceiling prices 
under COR 35 issued for the purpose of 
permitting a pass-through of increased 
steel and other metals* costs. 

This supplementary regulation estab¬ 
lishes ceiling prices for manufacturers 
of agricultural and garden hand tools 
which are 108 percent of their highest 
selling prices since September 1, 1951. 

This supplementary regulation applies 
only to manufacturers who have previ¬ 
ously established ceiling prices under 
CPR 22. However, a supplemenury 
regulation to the General Ceiling Price 
Regulation is being issued simultaneous¬ 
ly herewith, which provides a corre¬ 
sponding adjustment for manufacturers 
subject to that regulation. 

Manufacturers continue to have the 
election to determine their celling prices 
under the various regulations that were 
issued pursuant to the so-called “Cape- 
hart Amendment'*.

Priority symbols, when author¬ 
ized. are used by placing them on 
delivery orders for the materials re¬ 
quired. Authority to use symbols to 
secure certain materials must be ap¬ 
plied for on specific forms Issued by the 
Petroleum Administration for Defense. 
These forms must be used for all re¬ 
quirements of casing, tubing, and drill 
pipe; for certain quantities of line pipe; 
and for all material going into large 
construction operations as defined in 
this order. To use symbols to secure all 
other material, an operator simply places 
the appropriate symbol, in accordance 
with the rules of this order, on his de¬ 
ll/cry order. Depending on the dollar 
amount of the delivery order, it must be 
filed for approval or information, and 
in some cases it need not be filed at all. 
When forms or delivery orders are re¬ 
quired to be filed, the order provides 
that operators located in the United 
States must file with the Petroleum Ad¬ 
ministration for Defense. WashingtoiL 
D. C.. and Canadian operators with the 
Department of Defence Production. To¬ 
ronto. Canada. 

5sc. 2. Definitions, As used In this 
order: 

(a) “Operator** means: (1) Any per¬ 
son located in the United States to the 
extent that he is engaged in the petro¬ 
leum and gas Industries (domeslio 
operator), or (2) any person located In 
the Dominion of Canada to the extent 
that he is engaged in the petroleum and 
gas Industries (Canadian operator). 

(b) “United States’* means the United 
States, its territories and possessions. 

(c) “Petroleum** means crude oil and 
associated hydrocarbons, including the 
products thereof. 

(d) *‘Oas** means natural gas. manu¬ 
factured gas. or mixtures thereof. 

(e) “Petroleum and gas industries*' 
includes any ol the following actlvlUes 
and any operations directly Incident to 
these activities os they pertain to petro¬ 
leum or gas: 

(1) The discovery, development, or 
depletion of petroleum or gas (produc¬ 
tion) ; 

(2) The extraction or recovery of 
natural gasoline or associated hydro¬ 
carbons (natural gasoline recovery); 

(3) The movement, loading, or un¬ 
loading of petroleum (transportation); 


(4) The transportation of gas (gas 
transmission); 

(5) The processing, reprocessing, or 
alteration of petroleum, including but 
not limited to compounding or blending 
(refining); 

(6) *rhe processing of material for the 
production of manufactured gas (manu¬ 
factured gas production): 

(7) The distribution or dispensing of 
petroleum, gas. or the products thereof, 
and the storage incident thereto (mar¬ 
keting and distribution): 

and .shall Include for each of the above 
listed branches of the industries, to the 
extent applicable, the control of, or the 
investigation into more effective meth¬ 
ods of conducting, petroleum or gas op¬ 
erations by means of research, technical, 
or control laboratories. 

(f) “Material** means any raw, in- 
process. or manufactured commodity, 
equipment, component, accessory, part, 
assembly, or product of any kind. 

(g) “Production operation** means 
any use of material for construction, ex¬ 
pansion. improvement, reconstruction, 
remodeling, alteration, maintenance, re- 
jwir. or replacement incident to produc¬ 
tion. except (1) a use of material for a 
gathering line for a gas or condensate 
well, or a use of material for a crude oil 
gathering line connecting a lease or field 
shipping tank or battery where petro¬ 
leum Is first gauged to any other 
petroleum gathering or movement facil¬ 
ity or any refinery facility. (2) a use of 
material for any of the following desig¬ 
nated plants or facilities where the 
material to be Installed or added In¬ 
creases the rated capacity of the plant 
more chan 500 horsepower: vacuum 
plant or facilities; cycling plant or facil¬ 
ities; plant or facilities for the extrac¬ 
tion or recovery of natural gasoline or 
associated hydrocarbons, or for other 
treatment, processing, or compression of 
natural gas. or (3) a use of material In a 
secondary recovery production operation 
by water flooding or by utilization of gas 
whei^ the total cost of material and 
equipment to be used In the project will 
be in excess of $300,000, or the amount 
of steel will be in excess of 1.000 tons, or 
the copper and copper-base alloy prod¬ 
ucts will be in excess of 3.000 pounds. 

(h) “Construction operation" means 
any use of material for construction, 
expansion, improvement, reconstruction, 
remodeling, alteration, maintenance, re¬ 
pair. or replacement incident to any 
branch of the petroleum and gas indus¬ 
tries. other than production, except a 
use involving a service station, but shall 
Include any such use of material for the 
type of construction or installation which 
is specifically excepted from the defini¬ 
tion of a production o]3en\tlon. 

(1) “Large construction operation** 
means any one complete construction 
operation in which the total cost of 
controlled materials to be used Is $5,000 
or more, or which Involves a building, 
warehouse, office, residence, or other en¬ 
closed structure where the total cost of 
all materials to be used In such building. 
warchou.se. office, residence, or other en¬ 
closed structure is $25,000 or more. 

(j) *‘Small construction operation** 
mea^ns any one complete constructlun 
operation in which the total cost of con- 
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trolled materials to be used Is less than 
15.000, or which Involves a building, 
warehouse, office, residence, or other en¬ 
closed structure where the total cost of 
all materials to be used In such building, 
warehouse, office, residence, or other en- 
clo^ structute Is less than $25,000. 

(k) *'MRO materlar means material 
for (li maintenance and repair. <2) 
operating supplies, or (3) laboratory 
equipment, as these terms are defined In 
this order. 

(l) *'Maintenance and repair** means 
(without regard to accounting practice): 

(1) The upkeep of any structure, 
equipment, or material In a sound work¬ 
ing condition, or the restoration or fixing 
of any structure, equipment, or material 
which has broken down or Is worn out. 
damaged, or destroyed; 

(2) Any other use of material In any 
branch of the Industry, other than mar¬ 
keting and distribution, not exceeding in 
material cost $1,000 for any one complete 
operation which has not been subdivided 
for the purpose of coming within this 
definition; 

<3> Any other use of material for the 
marketing and distribution or dispensing 
of petroleum, gas. or the products 
thereof, and the storage incident thereto, 
not exceeding in material cost $100 for 
any one complete operation which has 
not been subdivided for the purpose of 
coining within this definition. 

(m> ''Operating supplies" means any 
material other than material used for 
maintenance and repair which Is essen¬ 
tial to and consumed in the petroleum 
and gas industries and which Is normally 
carried by an operator as operating sup¬ 
plies or which is normally chargeable to 
operating expense. Including among 
other items, chemicals, additives, and 
blending agents. 

(n) "Laboratory equipment" means 
material or equipment used exclusively 
for the purpose of controlling, or investi¬ 
gating more effective methods of con¬ 
ducting. petroleum and gas industries 
operations by means of research, tech¬ 
nical. or control laboratories. This ma¬ 
terial or equipment shall not. however. 
Include material for use in the construc¬ 
tion of laboratory buildings or other 
structures. 

( 0 ) "Use of material" means use of 
material other than nonindustry uses of 
material as defined in Schedule A of this 
order. 

<p) "Controlled material" has the 
same meaning as "controlled material" 
as defined In section 2 <c) of CMP Regu- 
latioQ No. 1. as amended from time to 
time. 

<Q) "Allotment," "Class A product,** 
and "Class B product" have the same 
meanings, respectively, as in CMP Reg¬ 
ulation No. 1. 

<r) "PAD district" means any one of 
the five areas designated as a Petroleum 
Administration for Defense district in 
Schedule B of this order with respect to 
domestic operators, or the Dominion of 
Canada In the case of Canadian 
operators, 

<8) "Delivery order" means any pur¬ 
chase order, contract, shipping, or other 
iftstruclloa calling for delivery of any 
umtcrlal or product on a particular date 
No. 193^—a 


or dates or within specified periods of 
time. 

(t> "Line item" means the total quan¬ 
tity of any single entry on a delivery 
order. 

(u) "Authorized controlled material 
order" means any delivery order for any 
controlled material (as distinct from a 
product containing controlled material) 
which is placed pursuant to an allot¬ 
ment or which Is specifically designated 
to be such by any regulation or order of 
the Petroleum Administration for De¬ 
fense or the National Production 
Authority. 

(V) "Administrative operations** 
means Uie supervisory, fiscal, adminis¬ 
trative. or clerical activities necessary 
to the operation of plants, units, or fa¬ 
cilities Involved in and a part of the pe¬ 
troleum and gas industries. 

Sec. 3. Allotment and rating sym¬ 
bols—(a) Introductory. Symbols arc 
used to identify programs and uses of 
material. An appropriate symbol, to¬ 
gether with a quarterly designation, con¬ 
stitutes an allotment symbol, which the 
operator may use, where authorized, to 
obtain given quantities of controlled ma¬ 
terial. An appropriate symbol preceded 
by the letters "DO" constitutes a rating 
symbol which the applicant may apply, 
where authorized, to obtain material or 
products other than controlled material. 
In no event, however, may any allotment 
symbol or rating symbol provided for In 
this order be used to obtain any materials 
in violation of the rules of Schedule C of 
this order. 

(b) Symbols lor operations In United 
States. The following arc the symbols 
which may be used by an operator to 
procure material for use In the petroleum 
and gas industries in the United States: 

H-O—MRO mAterial. 

H-1—^MaterUl lor u«e in a coxutrucUon 
operation. 

H-3—Material (or um in a production op- 
•nuion. 

H-2E—Emergency requlremcnU of oU 
well caalng and tubing. 

(c) Symbols for operations in Canada. 
The following are the symbols which may 
be used by an operator to procure ma¬ 
terial for uses in the petroleum and gas 
industries in Canada: 

0-0—Material for use In a conetiuctlon op¬ 
eration. 

0-7—Material (or all other uaea. 

The rules whereby priority assistance Is 
made available to petroleum and gas op¬ 
erators In Canada are the same as the 
rules for domestic operators, with the 
following exceptions. The Canadian 
symbols 0-6 and DOO-O shall be sub¬ 
stituted for the symbols H-1 and DO-H- 
1. and the Canadian symbols 0-7 and 
DO-O-7 shall be substituted for the 
symbols H-2. DO-H-2. H-9, and DO-H-9, 
wherever such symbols appear In this 
order. No symbol equivalent to the sym¬ 
bol H2E is available for use by Canadian 
operators. 

(d) Examples. If a domestic operator 
is given an allotment of controlled mate¬ 
rial for use In a production operation 
and is authorized to take delivery of such 
material In the second quarter of 1952. 
the complete symbol which he uses on his 
delivery orders is H-2-2Q52. If a domes¬ 


tic operator needs material other than 
controlled material for a construction 
operation, and he is authorized to use 
priority assistance pursuant to this 
order, the rating symbol he uses to 
Identify his order is DO-H-1. If a Ca¬ 
nadian operator needs MRO material 
which is not controlled material, and he 
is authorized to use priority assistance 
pursuant to this order, the rating symbol 
he uses to Identify his order is DO-O-7. 

Sic. 4. Assistance for MRO material^ 

(a) Introductory. To use the allotment 
symbol H-9 and the rating ssrmbol 
DO-H-9 to secure MRO material, differ¬ 
ent procedures are prescribed for (1) 
line pipe. (2) MRO material other than 
MRO material for administrative opera¬ 
tions and line pipe, (3) MRO material 
for administrative operations, and (4) 
emergency MRO material. 

(b) Line pipe for use as MRO mafs- 
rial. To obtain authorization to use the 
allotment symbol H-9 to seciure line pipe 
for use as MRO material, an operator 
must follow the procedure set out in 
section 7 of this order. 

(c) MRO material other than MRO 
for administrative operations and line 
pipe. To use the allotment symbol H-9 
or the rating symbol DO-H-9 to secure 
MRO material other than MRO mate¬ 
rial for administrative operations and 
line pipe, an operator must place on each 
delivery order the allotment symbol H-9 
or the rating symbol DO-H-9. together 
with a certification, and. where required 
by section 8 of this order, shall submit 
copies of each such order for approval 
or information, 

(d) MRO material for administrative 
operatiojis. To use the allotment symbol 
H-9 or the rating symbol DO-H-9 to 
secure MRO material for administrative 
operations, an operator must establish a 
quota in accordance with the provisions 
of Schedule D of this order, and there¬ 
after shall place on each delivery order 
for material the appropriate symbol 
together with a certification: Provided, 
however. That an operator may not use 
either symbol to secure any MRO ma¬ 
terial for administrative operations in 
excess of his quota. Delivery orders for 
MRO material for administrative opera¬ 
tions are not required to be filed for 
either approval or information under 
section 8 of this order. 

(e) Emergency MRO material. 
Where there has been an actiial break¬ 
down or suspension of operations and 
the procedures of section 4 <b). (c). and 
(d) of this order will not enable an 
operator to obtain the necessary ma¬ 
terial on the date or in the quantity re¬ 
quired. he may request authorization to 
use the allotment symbol H-9 or the 
rating symbol DO-H-9 to obtain emer¬ 
gency MRO material. Such request 
may be made by letter, telegram, or tele¬ 
phone. and shall state (1) the price, 
quantity, and a detailed description of 
the material required, (2) the operations 
affected, (3) the branch of the industry. 
(4) a description of the equipment to be 
repaired and Its fimction In maintain¬ 
ing continuous operations. (5) the num¬ 
ber and the date of delivery orders 
therefor, and (8) the supplier or sup¬ 
pliers from whom the material Is to be 
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obtained. If the request is made by tele* 
phone, it must be conhrmed within 3 
days by letter or telegram. If the re* 
quest Is approved, the operator, in order 
to use the symbols H-9 or DO-H-9 to 
obtain delivery of the required materials, 
must place the symbol, together with a 
certiflcatlon. on each delivery order for 
such material, and must file one copy 
of every such delivery order for in¬ 
formation. 

Sec. 5. Assistance for production op^ 
orations —<a) Introductory, This sec¬ 
tion prescribes how the allotment symbol 
H-2 and the rating symbol DO-H-2 shall 
be used to procure materials for all pro¬ 
duction operations except production 
oiSces and camp facilities. For the pur¬ 
pose of this order, production offices and 
camp facilities are deemed construction 
operations, and to obtain materials for 
such operations the procedures of sec¬ 
tion 6 must be used. Different pro¬ 
cedures are established for acquiring <1) 
casing and tubing. (2) drill pipe. (3) line 
pipe, and (4) all other materials. Fur¬ 
thermore. different procedures are pre¬ 
scribed for obtaining normal and 
emergency requirements of casing and 
tubing, and drill pipe. In general, nor¬ 
mal requirements of casing and tubing 
and drill pipe are the quantities neces¬ 
sary to meet an operator's projected 
quarterly drilling program, including 
exploratory wells. Emergency require¬ 
ments are the quantities of casing and 
tubing, or drill pipe found necessary to 
carry out exploratory operations. dHu- 
Ing obligations, or the like, in circum¬ 
stances where sufficient materials are 
not on hand, readily available, or other¬ 
wise obtainable without the use of priori¬ 
ties assistance. 

<b) Casing and tubing. To obtain 
authorization to use the allotment sym¬ 
bol H-2 to secure normal requirements 
of casing and tubing, an operator must 
file Form PAD 17 (Domestic Petroleum 
Operator's Quarterly Requirements 
Statement of New Casing and Tubing) 
for each PAD district in which, during 
the calendar quarter when delivery of 
material Is required, operations are to be 
conducted. Where an operator proposes 
to undertake operations during a quarter 
in more than one PAD district, he must 
file at the same time a summary report 
of aU proposed operations, using Form 
PAD 17. One copy of Form PAD 17 will 
be returned to the operator after review 
by the Petroleum Administration for De¬ 
fense. and the operator will be advised 
of the quantity of casing and tubing 
which may be obtained by the use of the 
symbol H-2. To use the symbol to ob¬ 
tain deliveries of the quantities author¬ 
ized. an operator must place the symbol, 
together with a certification, on each 
delivery order for such material. 

<c) Drill pipe. To obtain authoriza¬ 
tion to use the allotment symbol H-2 
to secure normal requirements of drill 
pipe, an operator must file Form PAD 
17DP (Domestic Operator's Drill Pipe 
Inventory Statement and Requirements 
Application) for those operations which 
will be conducted during the calendar 
quarter when delivery of the material is 
required. One copy of Form PAD 17DP 
will be returned to the operator after re¬ 
view by the Petroleum Administration 
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for Defense, and the operator will be 
advised of the quantity of drill pipe 
which may be obtained by the use of the 
symbol H-2. To use the symbol to ob¬ 
tain deliveries of the qiiantitlcs author¬ 
ized. an operator must place the symbol, 
together with a certification, on each 
delivery order for such materlaL 

(d) Line pipe. To obtain authoriza¬ 
tion to use the allotment symbol H-2 to 
secure requirements of line pipe for pro¬ 
duction operations, an operator must 
follow the procedure set out in section 
7 of this order. 

(e) AU other material To use the al¬ 
lotment symbol H-2 or the rating symbol 
DO-H-2 to obtain any other material 
required for production operations, other 
than emergency requirements of casing 
and tubing, or drill pipe, an operator 
must place on each delivery order the 
appropriate allotment or rating symbol, 
together with a certification, and. where 
required by section 8 of this order, cop¬ 
ies of each such order shall be submitted 
for approval or information. 

(f) Supplemental requests. After 
Form PAD 17 or PAD 17DP has been 
returned to an operator, he may find 
that the quantities authorized are inade- 
q\iate for his normal requirements dur¬ 
ing the ensuing calendar quarter. In 
that event, the operator may file a sup¬ 
plemental request for casing and tubing, 
or drill pipe. This filing should be by 
Form PAD 17 for casing and tubing, or 
Form PAD 17DP for drill pipe, accom¬ 
panied by an explanatory letter in dupli¬ 
cate. The filing should be within 2 weeks 
of the time that the operator receives his 
original authorization or his returned 
application. Each supplemental re¬ 
quest should make reference to the op¬ 
erator’s original application by Petro¬ 
leum Administration for Defense file 
number. In the event that additional 
quantities are authorized, the operator 
will be appropriately notified and may 
then apply the allotment symbol H-3 to 
his delivery orders for these quantities 
in the manner specified in paragraphs 

(b) and <c) of this section. 

(g) Emergency requirements of cos- 
ing and tubing, or drill pipe. To obtain 
authorization to use the allotment sym¬ 
bol H-2E to secure emergency require¬ 
ments of casing and tubing, or the allot¬ 
ment symbol H-2 to secure emergency 
requirements of drill pipe, an operator 
must file Form PAD 15 (Emergency Re¬ 
quirements Application for Casing and 
Tubing) for ca^g and tubing, and Form 
PAD 17DPE for drill pipe. The oper¬ 
ator will thereafter be advised of the 
quantities of material for which he is 
authorized to use the appropriate allot¬ 
ment symbol (H-2E for casing and tub¬ 
ing or H-2 for drill pipe), which symbol 
may then be used by placing it on each 
delivery order, together with a certifi¬ 
cation. 

Sec. 6 . Assistance for construction 
operations—in) Introductory. This 
section describes Uie procedure for ob¬ 
taining authorization to use the allot¬ 
ment sirmbol H-1 and the rating symbol 
DO-H-1 to procure materials for all 
construction operations, and describes 
how such symbols may be used. For 
the purposes of this order, production 


offices and camp facilities are deemed 
construction operations. 

(b) Large construction operations. 
To obtain authorization to use the al¬ 
lotment symbol H-1 or the rating sym- 
bol DO-H-1 to secure material for a 
large construcUon operation, an opera¬ 
tor must file Form PAD 26 (Application 
to Complete or Construct a Petroleum 
or Oas Project). After its review, the 
operator will be advised of the quantities 
of material which may be obtained by 
the use of the symbols To use either 
symbol to obtain dcliv.5ry of the quan¬ 
tities authorized, an operator must place 
the symbol, together with a certification, 
on each delivery order for such material 

(c) Small construction operations. 
To use the allotment symbol H-1 or the 
rating symbol DO-H-1 to obtain mate¬ 
rial for a small construction operation, 
an operator must place the appropriate 
symbol on each delivery order for mate¬ 
rial to be used in the operation, together 
with a certification, and. where required 
by section 8 of this order, must file copies 
of each such order for approval or in¬ 
formation: Provided, howet>er. That to 
use the allotment symbol H-I to secure 
line pipe for a small construction opera¬ 
tion. an operator must follow the proce¬ 
dure set out in section 7 of this order. 

Sic. 7. Assistance in procuring line 
pipe —(a) Introductory, To use the al¬ 
lotment symbols of this order to obtain 
line pipe, different procedures are pre¬ 
scribed depending on whether the line 
pipe (1) Is for use in a large construe' 
lion operation. (2) is for use in any 
other operation <MRO. production, 
small construction), and the operator's 
total quarterly line pipe requirement for 
all these other operations is $5,000 or 
more, or (3) is for use In any other 
operation (MHO. production, small con¬ 
struction). and the operator's total quar¬ 
terly line pipe requirement for all these 
other operations is less than $5,000. 

(b) Line pipe for large construction 
operation. To obtain authorization to 
use the allotment symbol H-1 to secure 
line pipe for use in a large construction 
operation, an operator must file Form 
PAD 26 in accordance with section 6 (b) 
of this order. 

(c) Line pipe for other operations, 
where line pipe requirements total $5M0 
or more. When an operator’s combined 
requirement of line pipe in any calendar 
quarter for use as MRO material, for 
use in production operations, and for use 
in small construction operations, totals 
$5,060 or more, the operator, to use the 
allotment symbols H-1. H-2, or H-9 to 
obtain line pipe for any of these uses, 
shall file Form PAD 26IiP (Domestic 
Operator’s Quarterly Requirements Ap¬ 
plication for Line Pipe for MHO. Pro¬ 
duction. and Small Construction Opera¬ 
tions). 

(d) Line pipe for other operations, 
where line pipe requirements total less 
than $5,000. When an operator's com¬ 
bined requirement of line pipe in any 
calendar quarter for use as MRO mate¬ 
rial. for use in production operations, 
and for use In small construction opera¬ 
tions. totals less than $5,000. the opera¬ 
tor. to use the allotment symbols H-1* 
H-2. or U-9 to obtain line pipe for any 
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of these uses, shall either file Form PAD 
26LP or shall place the appropriate allot¬ 
ment symbol on each delivery order, to¬ 
gether with a certification, and where 
required by section 8 of this order, shall 
file copies of each such order for ap¬ 
proval or information. 

(e) Supplemental requests. When 
Form PAD 26LP is filed pursuant to this 
section, one copy of the form will be re¬ 
turned. after review by The Petroleum 
Administration for Defense, advising the 
operator of the quantity of line pipe 
which may be obtained by use of the 
allotment s 3 rmboL If the operator finds 
that the quantities authorised are inade¬ 
quate to meet his requirements, he may 
file a supplemental request for line pipe, 
on Form PAD 28LP. accompanied by an 
explanatory letter In duplicate. The fil¬ 
ing must be within 2 weeks of the time 
the operator receives his original author¬ 
isation or his returned application. Each 
supplemental request should make refer¬ 
ence to the operator's original applica¬ 
tion by Petroleum Administration for 
Defense file number. To use the author¬ 
ized symbol to obtain deliveries of any 
quantity of line pipe authorized punmant 
to either an original application or a 
supplemental request, the operator shall 
place the symbol, together with a certi¬ 
fication. on each delivery order for such 
material. 

SBC, 8, Filing of delivery orders —(a) 
Introductory, To obtain priorities as¬ 
sistance. certain delivery orders must be 
filed for approval, certain delivery orders 
must be filed for information, and cer¬ 
tain delivery orders need not be filed 
either for information or approval. 
Where a delivery order must be filed for 
approval, the order must be submitted 
in duplicate, and an operator may not 
use any of the priority assistance of this 
order until there has been returned to 
him an approved copy of the order. In 
every instance where a delivery order is 
submitted for approval, an operator shall 
prepare a statement of the reasons why 
assistance is required, containing the 
following information: <1) The price, 
quantity, and a detailed description of 
the material required. Including the 
weight, if controlled material (carbon 
and alloy steel in tons; copper, alumi¬ 
num. and stainless steel in pounds); (2) 
the branch of Industry In which the ma¬ 
terial will be used (see section 2 <e) of 
this order); (3) the number and date of 
the delivery order; <4) the date at which 
delivery must be made or has been prom¬ 
ised by the supplier: (5) the reasons why 
timely delivery con not be effected with¬ 
out the assistance requested: (8) the 
relationship of the materials to opera¬ 
tions Cspccific or actual enduse); and 
(7» the circumstances which justify as- 
distance in the interests of national de¬ 
fense, This statement In duplicate 
should be submitted with, or as part of. 
the delivery order. Where a delivery 
order must be filed for information, one 
copy only need be filed. A delivery order 
need not be filed for approval or infor¬ 
mation if priority assistance has been 
authorized on Forms PAD 15, 17, 17DP. 
26, or 26LP. 

(b) Filing for approval The follow¬ 
ing delivery orders must be filed for ap¬ 
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proval: Cl) Any delivery order for con¬ 
trolled material if It is in a total amount 
specified in Item I of Schedule E of this 
order; and (2) any delivery order for 
other than controlled material if it Is in 
a total amount specified in Item 11 of 
Schedule E.

per quarter. 

Sbc. 9. Revalidation, If an operator, 
who has received an allotment of con¬ 
trolled material, does not succeed in hav¬ 
ing his delivery order for such material 
accepted by the last day of the quarter 
for which the allotment was made, his 
allotment becomes invalid. An operator 
who is unable to obtain acceptance of a 
delivery order or whose allotment has 
become Invalid as in the first sentence 
of this section may. at any time prior 
to the fifteenth day after the close of 
the quarter for which the allotment was 
mode, request revalidation: Provided, 
however.

Inventories, produc¬ 
tion. and use. in sufficient detail to per¬ 
mit the determination, after audit, 
w^hether each transaction complies wrlth 
the provisions of this order.

(b) All records required by this order 
Rhall be made available for inspection 
and audit by duly authorized represent¬ 
atives of the National Production Au¬ 
thority or the Petroleum Administration 
for Defense at the usual place of business 
w*here maintained. 

(c) Persons subject to this order shaU 
make such records and submit such re¬ 
ports to the Petroleum Administration 
for Defense and the National Production 
Authority as they shall require, subject 
to the terms of the Federal Reports Act 
of 1942 <5 U. 8. C. 139-139P). 

Sec, 19. Violations. Any person who 
wilfully violates any provision of this 
order, or any other order or regulation 
of NPA. or who wilfully furnishes false 
information or conceals any material 
facts In the course of operation under 
this order, is guilty of a crime, and upon 
conviction, may be punished by fine or 
imprisonment or both. Administrative 
action may be taken against any such 
person to suspend his privilege of making 
or receiving further deliveries of mate¬ 
rials or using facilities under priority or 


allocation control and to deprive him of 
further priorities assistance.

and shall Include for each of the above 
listed branches of the industries, to the 
extent applicable, the control of, or the 
investigation into more effective meth¬ 
ods of conducting, petroleum or gas op¬ 
erations by means of research, technical, 
or control laboratories. 

(e) •‘Material** means any raw. In- 
process. or manufactured commodity, 
equipment, component, accessory, part, 
assembly, or product of any kind. 

(f) •‘Production operation** means 
any use of material for construction, ex¬ 
pansion, Improvement, reconstruction, 
remodeling, alteration, maintenance, re¬ 
pair, or replacement incident to produc¬ 
tion, except (1) a use of material for a 
gathering line for a gas or condensate 
well: a crude oil gathering line connect¬ 
ing a lease or field shipping tank or bat¬ 
tery where petroleum is first gaged to 
any other petroleum gathering or move¬ 
ment facility or any refinery facility: or 
(2) a use of material for any of the fol¬ 
lowing enumerated plants or facilities

(1) The upkeep of any structure, 
equipment, or material in a sound work¬ 
ing condition, or the restoration or fix¬ 
ing of any structure, equipment, or ma¬ 
terial which has broken down or is worn 
out. damaged, or destroyed. 

(2) Any other use of material not ex¬ 
ceeding In material cost $1,000 for any 
one complete operation which has not 
been subdivided for the purpose of com¬ 
ing within this definition;

States, but the applicable uninterrupted 
period Is In any event the longest unin- 
terrupted period which satisfies such 
twofold requirement.

Example (3). Assume the same facts as 
In example (1), above, except that the 
trustee has discretion as to the portion of 
the net income to be paid to each beneAciary, 
and the trustee pays 840,000 to A and 810,000 
to the Y charity. Tho deduction otherwise 
allowable under section 162 (a) Is 810,000.

(b) Limitation on charitable, etc,, dc- 
duction of trusts engaged in prohibited 
transactions, (1) In the case of a trust 
which has engaged in any prohibited

(3) For tbe purpose of section 162 (g) 
(4), the term •‘income** means gains, 
profits, and income determined under 
the principles applicable in determining 
the earnings or profits of a corporation. 
The amount accumulated out of Income 
during the taxable year or any prior tax* 
able year shall be determined under the 
principles applicable in determining the 
accumulated earnings or profits of a 
corporation. In determining the rea¬ 
sonableness of an accumulation out of 
income, there will bo disregarded the 
following: (i) The accumulation of gain 
upon the sale or exchange of a donated 
asset to the extent that such gain rep¬ 
resents the excess of the fair market 
value of such asset when acQUired by the* 
trust over its substituted basis in the

(3) Whether the conditions speci¬ 
fied in subparagraphs (A), (B) and <C) 
of section 162 (g) (4) are present in any 
case must be determined from all the 
facts. The conditions specified in sec¬ 
tion 162 (g) (4) (A), (B) and (O may 
result from the use of only one trust or 
of a chain of tw^o or more organizations. 

(4) A trust whose deduction under 
seettion 162 (a) has been limited by 
reason of the provisions of section 162 
(g) (4) may file a claim for allowance 
of unlimited deduction under section 
162 ca>. This claim shall be filed with 
the collector for the district in which the 
fiduciary resides or has his principal 
place of business. The claim must con¬ 
tain or be accompanied by information 
or evidence showing that the circum¬ 
stances that caused the limitation on

129.162-4 Disallowance to donors of 
certain charitable, etc., deductions for 
oifU made in trust, (a) No gift or oon- 
trlbutlon made on or after January 1, 
1951, which would otherwise be allow¬ 
able as a charitable or other deduction 
under section 23 (o).(2). 23 (q) (2), 
162 (a), or 505 (a) (2), shaU be allowed 
as a deduction if made In trust and. in 
the taxable year of the trust In which the

(b> The prohibited transactions 
enumerated in section 162 (g) (2) (B) 
are in addition to and not in limitation 
of the restrictions contained in section 
23 (o) (2).

A deduction may not be allowed 
In view of the general provisions of those 
sections, even though the trust has not 
engaged in any of the prohibited trans¬ 
actions referred to in section 162 (g) (2) 
(B). Thus, if the donor or the fiduciary 
of the trust enters into a transaction with 
the trust, such transaction will be closely 
scrutinized to ascertain whether the con¬ 
tribution Is in fact made for the stated 
exempt purposes. 

(c) If a trust, which receives a gift or 
contribution for charitable, etc., purposes 
after December 31.1950. is not entitled to 
the unlimited deduction under section 
162 (a) because it engaged in a pro¬ 
hibited transaction with the purpose of 
diverting its Income or corpus from the 
purposes described in section 162 (a), 
and such transaction involved a substan¬ 
tial part of such Income or corpus, and if 
the taxable year of the trust during 
which such gift or contribution is made 
begins after December 31. 1950, and is 
the same as, or is prior to. the taxable 
year of the tnist in which such transac¬ 
tion occurred, then a deduction by the 
donor with respect to the gift or contri¬ 
bution shall not be disallowed under the 
first paragraph of this section unless the 
donor (or any member of his family If 
the donor Is an individual) is a party to 
such prohibited transaction. T\)r the 
purpose of the preceding sentence, the 
members of an individual donor's family 
include only his brothers and sisters, 
whether by whole or half blood, spouse, 
ancestors, and lineal descendants. See 
I 29.3813-3 for disallowance of certain 
charitable, etc., deductions otherwise al¬ 
lowable under section 162 (a). 

Bxample, Under tht torxni of an Irrevo¬ 
cable tnut eatablUhed by A in 1049. the 
truatees were to pay one-half of the income 
of the trust to A'a wife for life, and the 
trustees were given discretion cither to ac¬ 
cumulate or distribute tbe remaining one- 
half of the Income to a specified charitable 
beneficiary. Upon the death of the wife, the 
entire corpue was to be paid to the named 
charity. The trust makes Its Income tax 
retiums on tbe basis of tbe calendar year. 
For 1949. A takes a charitable deduction for 
the amotmt of the gift In trust to the charity, 
in 1952.1963.1064. and 1955. A makes further 
contributions to the trtut and takes chari¬ 
table deductions for such years under sec¬ 
tion 23 (O) (2). Jn 1953. 1954. and 1955. B 
(not a member of A*s family) makes oontrl- 
budons to the trust for Its designated chari¬ 
table purposes and takes charitable deduc¬ 
tions for such years. In 1D53. the trust 
commences purposely to divert Income and 
corpus which had been set aside for lu 
charitable purpose and to turn such Income 
and corpus over to A. the creator of the 
trust, and a substantial amount of such In¬ 
come and corpus la so diverted by tbe close 
of the taxable year 1954. For 1053 and subse¬ 
quent taxable years, the deduction allowed 
the trust under secUon 152 (a) la limited ty 
reason of the provisions of section 162 (g) 
(2) (A). Both A and B are disallowed any 
charitable deduction for their charltahlo 
contributions made during 1955 to the trust. 
Moreover, the charitable deduction taken by 
A for contributions to the trust in the years 


1063 and 1954 would also be disallowed since 
A was a party to the prohibited transaction. 
If the facta and surrounding circumstances 
Indicate that the contribution in 1952 by A 
was for the purpose of the prohlblud trans¬ 
action. then tht charitable deduction for the 
year 1952 shall also be disallowed with re¬ 
spect to A. since the prohibited transaction 
would then have commenced with the mak¬ 
ing of such contribution and tbe deduction 
allowed the tnut under section 162 (a) 
would then be limited for 1952 by reaaon ol 
the provisions of secUon 152 (g) (2> (A).

DECISION WITH RESPECT TO PROFOSn) 
MARKETING AGREEMENT AND TO ORDER 
AMENDING THE ORDER 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Ag¬ 
ricultural MorkeUng Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended (7 U. 8. C. 601 et seq.), 
and the applicable rules of procUce and 
procedure, as amended, governing pro¬ 
ceedings to formulate marketing agree¬ 
ments and marketing orders (7 CFR 
Part 900), a public hearing was con¬ 
ducted at Cedar Rapids. Iowa, on Au¬ 
gust 7, 1952. pursuant to notice thereof 
which was issued on July 28, 1952 (17 
P. R 7095) upon a proposed markeUng 
agreement and a propos^ order amend¬ 
ing the order, as amended regulaUng 
the handling of milk in the Cedar Rap- 
Ids-Iowa City markcUng ar(^a. 

Upon the basis of the evidence Intro¬ 
duced at the hearing and the record 
thereof, the Assistant Administrator, 
ProducUon and Marketing Administra¬ 
tion. on September 3.1952. filed with the 
Hearing Clerk, United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, his recommended 
decision and opportunity to file written 
exceptions thereto which was published 
in the Federal Register on September 
9. 1952 (17 P. R 8124). 

Exceptions to the recommended decl- 
Rion were filed on behalf of the three 
produc(^r cooperative associations sup¬ 
plying milk to the market. In arriving 
at the findings, conclusions, and regula¬ 
tory provisions of this decision, each of 
such exceptions was carefully and fully 
considered in conjimction with the rec¬ 
ord evidence pertaining thereto. To the 
extent that the findings, conclusions and 
actions decided herein are at variance 
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with the exceptions, such exceptions are 
overruled. 

Findings and conclusions. The find¬ 
ings and conclusions of the recommended 
decision set forth in the Pxdziiai. Recis- 
Ttl <17 P. R. 8124; P. R. Doc. 52-9813) 
are hereby adopted as the findings and 
conclusions of this decision as if set 
forth In full herein subject to the fol- 
lowim amendment: 

Delete the last sentence of the third 
complete paragraph in Column 1. 17 
F. R. 8125 and all of the following para¬ 
graph which bealns at the bottom of 
Column I and ends at the top of Column 
2. and substitute therefor the following: 

In the recommended decision it was 
recommended that the amount of this 
adjustment be fixed at 15 cents and that 
it be in effect only from October 1952 
through April 1953. 

The exceptants argue that the pro¬ 
posed adjustment is insufficient to pre¬ 
vent the threatened transfer of pro¬ 
ducers away from the market, and that 
it could result in a wider difference in 
price between the Cedar Raplds-Iowa 
City market and surrounding markets 
than was contemplated by the recom¬ 
mended decision. Had the amendment 
been in effect during the first 8 months 
of 1952. the average difference in the 
Class I prices between the Cedar Rapl<is- 
lowa City and the Quad Cities market 
would have been approximately 14.5 
cents. In individual months, however, 
there would have been fairly wide vari¬ 
ations from this figure. Because of the 
possible ill effects on the market of short 
term variations in this relationship, it 
appears desirable to maintain a closer 
degree of uniformity In the prices In the 
two markets, at least until such time as 
sufflclent data Is available on which to 
establish a more permanent relationship 
based on supply and demand conditions 
In the Cedar Raplds-Iowa City market 
as well as in the mxirkcts with which it 
competes. Accordingly, the order should 
provide that for no delivery period prior 
to January 1934 shall the Cla.ss I price 
be less than the Class I price announced 
for the Quad Cities market less 15 cents. 
This provision should maintain the Class 
I price at competitive levels with sur¬ 
rounding markets until such time as a 
more permanent pricing formula can be 
developed. 

As pointed out in the recommended 
decision it w ould appear desirable to ad¬ 
just prices under this order In relation 
to supply and demand factors directly 
affecting the Cedar Raplds-Iowa City 
market rather than on conditions In the 
Chicago market. The present record 
contains data on less than a year's oper¬ 
ation under a marketing order. It ap¬ 
pears desirable that complete data for at 
least 2 full years* operation under the or¬ 
der should be available as a basis on 
which to determine adjustments which 
would automatically occur as supply and 
demand conditions in the market may 
change. Since the original order w*as 
made effective on September 1. 1951. it 
appears desirable to continue the tem¬ 
porary pricing provision through De¬ 
cember 1953. rather than through April 
1953. as proposed in the recommended 
decision. This additional period would 
provide ample time for an amendment 


to be made ellecUvc on January 1,1954, 
based on a record which would contain 
complete stathtlcs of 2 full years* opera¬ 
tion under the marketing order. 

Marketing agreement and order. An¬ 
nexed hereto and made a part hereof are 
two documents entitled respectively 
•'marketing agreement regulating the 
handling of milk in the Cedar Rapids- 
lowa City Marketing Area'* and “Order 
Amending the Order Regulating the 
Handling of Milk In the Cedar Raplds- 
Iowa City Marketing Area." which have 
been decided upon as the detailed and 
appropriate means of effectuating the 
foregoing concltisions. These documents 
shall not become effective unless and un¬ 
til the requirements of $900.14 of the 
rules or practice and procedure, as 
amended, governing proceedings to 
formulate marketing agreements and or¬ 
ders have been met. 

It is hereby ordered. That an of this 
decision except the attached marketing 
agreement be published in the Federal 
Register. The regulatory provisions of 
said marketing agreement are identical 
with those contained In the attached or¬ 
der which win be published with the 
decision.

Order relative to handling. It Ls
